LONDON (AP) - British ten- 


nis officials are all ready to 
start lobbying in a new move to 
make Wimbledon an open tennis 
tournament — with pros playing 
alongside 
the cream of the 


world's amateurs. 


Britain 
long has been the 


leader in the campaign for open 
tennis. This time they believe 
victory could be won, at least 
for an experimental period. 


Wimbledon starts next Mon- 


day. The British Lawn Tennis 
Association means to see that 
it's the last Wimbledon restrict- 
ed to amateurs. 


While the fans pack the center 


court or eat strawberries and 
cream on the lawns, officials of 
the big tennis powers will be 
thrashing out their differences 
behind closed doors. 


The International Lawn Ten- 


nis Federation is due to hold its 
annual meeting at Luxembourg 
July 12. A two-thirds vote is 
necessary to put open tennis on 
the world circuit. 


The major tennis powers — 


Britain, the United States, Aus- 
tralia and France — have 12 
votes each while most of the 
other countries have only three. 


The United States has with- 


drawn its previous opposition to 
open tennis and has told Its del- 
egates to the ILTF they should 
vote according to their con- 
sciences. 


The British are heartened by 


the news that the U.S. delega- 
tion is being headed by Bob Kel- 
leher, president of USLTA. He 
is known to be in favor of open 
tennis. 
But another delegate, 


Larry Baker, has said he is op- 
posed to it until the professional 
players are organized on differ- 
ent lines. 


Australia, which has opposed 


open tennis, has said it will 
agree to an experimental period 
if Britain drops a clause limit- 
ing prize money to $2,800.

Bring potato chips 
instead of potato salad, frank- 
furters instead of chicken 
salad and cookies or raw fruit 
instead of custards, cream

eclairs. 
Canned 


foods don't require refrigera- 
tion but they should not be 
opened until they are to be 
served. 


Q—Can communicable dis- 


ease be transmitted through 
the use of the common com- 
munion chalice? Can dishes 
be made free of germs oy 
hand-washing in a public eat- 
ing place? 


A—Tuberculosis and other 


communicable diseases can be 
transmitted by the use of 
any common drinking vessel. 
Manual washing of 
eating 


utensils is permitted in public 
restaurants and bars provided 
a three-compartmented sink 
is used. The temperature of 
the wash water in the first 
compartment must be main- 
tained at 110 to 115 degrees. 
The second compartment con- 
tains clear rinse water. The 
third compartment must con- 
tain a disinfectant rinse and 
the dishes must be held in 
this rinse for at least two 
minutes. 


Q—A lead bullet lodged in 


my leg 30 years ago and is 
still there. Could it cause 
lead poisoning? 


A—A lead bullet lodged in 


the abdomen, the pleural 
cavity or a joint may cause 
a mild lead poisoning but if 
it is lodged in muscle or bone 
this is not likely. In case of 
doubt your doctor can make 
tests for lead poisoning.

Class in 
50th Rtunlon

WILLtMSfOWN, l&ss. (AP) 


-They came to town as mem* 
bers of the Class of 1917. they 
left members of the Old Guard. 


There are 73 of them, survi- 


vors of the 125 that graduated 
from Williams College in 1917. 
Then they were the youth of to* 
morrow. 
Now tomorrow has 


gone. 


That tomorrow that has be* 


come yesterday brought with It 
World War 1, prohibition, the 
depression, World War H, the 
nuclear age, the jet age, the 
cold war. A half century of un- 
paralleled change. And now 32 
of them were back for their 50th 
reunion at Williams College. 


They held the place of honor 


at the head of the alumni pa- 
rade last weekend. They re- 
ceived a thundering ovation in 
Chapin Hall when Stan Phillips 
announced their class gift of 
$514,000 to the school. 


But no writers or poll takers 


came around to ask what they 
thought of Vietnam, or pot, or 
automation, as 
they have of 


members of the Class of 1967. 
The day of 1917 Is done, and 
America is a land of tomorrow. 


But 1917 is worthy of note if 


for no other fact that in its too- 
quick half century it has sur- 
vived. The years have marked 
it, but it, in its small way, has 
marked the years. 


At Williams 1917 produced no 


household names. They were 
lawyers, businessmen, doctors, 
ministers, educators who did 
the nation's work in their turn 
and now have passed it on to 
others. And that is no trivial ac- 
complishment, considering the 
world they were born In is now 
unrecognizable. 


My father's 
f a t h e r had 


crossed the country in a stage 
coach as a boy.

upper-case notification: "Mr. 
President, we advise you and 
those on every level of govern- 
ment that, from this day on, our 
campaign funds, our energies 
and our votes go to those aad 
only those political figures who 
work for an end to the war in 
Vietnam," 


What effect, if any, the ad will 


have is a matter of conjecture. 
But it reflects a new boldness in 
political dissent that has not 
been seen in Hollywood since 
before the McCarthy era.

war period, film figures often 
lent their names to causes that 
went counter to majority opin- 
ion. The congressional inves-

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Last 


year President Johnson's civil 
rights program was massacred 
in Congress and the one he 
asked for this year looks headed 
for the same fate, The reasons 
are about the same because 
nothing much has changed. 


Negro violence is one, 
After the House passed John* 


son's civil fights bill In 1966, the 
Senate killed It with a filibuster. 
And Sen, Mike Mansfield of 
Montana, the Democratic ma- 
jority leader, Indicated why, 


He 
mentioned 
"marches, 


shootings 
and 
Inflammatory 


speeches" and said "there is no 
place for mob mentality and its 
deliberate 
stimulation," Al- 


ready this year there have been 
riots, shootings and inflammato- 
ry speeches before Congress got 
down to work on Johnson's 1967 
program. 


Johnson has been conscious of 


the effect of street violence on 
the Senate, which has been 
apathetic about civil rights ever 
since it passed the 1965 act, 


When he offered this year's 


proposals in a special message 
Feb. 15 Johnson, noting the 1966 
riots' chilling effect in the Capi- 
tol, sounded pretty much like 
Mansfield, 


"Lawlessness," he said, "can- 


not be tolerated in a nation 
whose very existence depends 
upon respect for the law." As an 
antidote he suggested creating 
"conditions for public order 
based upon equal justice." 


Riots weren't the only deaden- 


ing effect last year. It was an 
election year and by the time 
the bill came up in the Senate 
the members were anxious to 
get home. And there was the 
influence of antagonistic, indi- 
vidual senators. 


This was particularly true of 


Sen. Everett M. Dirksen of Illi- 
nois, leader of the Senate Re- 
publicans. He gagged totally on 
the open housing section of the 
bill. 


This section was intended to 


prevent discrimination against 
Negroes in the sale and rental 
of housing even though its reach 
was limited since it would have 
banned discrimination in only 
about 40 per cent of the nation's 
housing units. 


Dirksen called it unconstitu- 


tional, an invasion of private 
rights— an argument which had 
a lot of echoes around the coun- 
try, although one Negro leader, 
Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr., 


called Dirksen a hypocrite. 


Another rigid antagonist last 


year was the chairman of the 
Senate's 
powerful 
Judiciary 


Committee, 
Sen. 
James 
0. 


Eastland, a Mississippi Demo- 
crat. He has been against civil 
rights legislation all the way, 


He is against this year's bill, 


too, predicting it will meet the 
same end as last year's. And 
Mansfield says he doesn't see 
much difference between the 
1966 and 1967 bills. 


The National Association for 


the Advancement of Colored 
People this year, as in the past, 
has worked zealously to get new 
legislation on the books but 
some of the senators most sym- 
pathetic to its efforts think the 
outlook is dim. 


Perhaps some sections of 


what Johnson asked for may get 
through, but there seems little 
reason at this moment to think 
so. He offered a seven-point pro- 
gram whose open housing sec- 
tion went further than his 1966 
suggestion. 


He asked for legislation which 


would wipe out housing discrim- 
ination altogether by 1969, 


These are his other six points: 
— Strengthen 
present laws 


against interference with civil 
rights workers and others, 


— Do the same with state ju- 
ries. 


— Authorize the Equal Em- 


ployment Opportunity Commis- 
sion to issue enforceable cease-

Rights Act ban on discrimina- 
tion In hiring, promotion of 
workers and membership prac- 
tices of labor unions. 


- Extend the life of the Civil

(AP) - A federal District 
Court petition 
seeking relief 


from "intolerable prison con- 
ditions" may have been filed in 
his name, but it was done with- 
out his knowledge, a Tucker 
Prison inmate said here Thurs- 
day. 


Alfred Sturgeon, 21, of Enola 


(Faulkner County), told a Pine 
Bluff Commercial Reporter that 
his first knowledge that the pe- 
tition referred to prison condi- 
tions came from other inmates, 
who heard it on radio and tele- 
vision. 


The petition, filed June 12 


James E. Sock of Enola, who 
was listed as "attorney .In 
fact" charged that homosexual 
activity and robbery were pre- 
valent here and that Sturgeon 
had been forced to commit an 
unnatural sex act. 


"Them other boys (Inmates) 


was telling me about it." Stur-w 
geon said. "They let me read I 
that piece that was in the^paf. 
er. It said, 'Mr. Alfred Sturgeon 
attacked 
by homosexuals.' I 


didn't 
even 
know 
it went 


through this court or nothin' ." 


Sturgeon, who is serving a 


three - year sentence, said he 
was under the Impression the 
petition was for a re-hearing of 
his April 18th robbery convic- 
tion in Pulaski County, and that 
it contained no references to 
prison conditions. 


He signed a four-page docu- 


ment he said, "but it didn't 
say nothin' about them homo- 
sexuals." 


Shock, who said he held a. 


law degree but was not a mem- 
ber of the Arkansas Bar Asso- 
ciation, said Sturgeon's state-: 
ments were a "surprise." 


"It's doubtful that he would 


understand all the ramifications 
of this petition," he said. "You 
probably wouldn't, not being a 
student of law." 


Shock apparently listed him- 


self as "attorney in fact" be- 
cause as a non-member of the 
Bar, he cannot legally repre- 
sent clients for fees. 


Sturgeon said Shock had vis- 


ited him at the prison, appar- 
ently at the request of his par- 
ents, and had discussed prison 
conditions with him. 


"He asked me about these 


homosexuals," 
Sturgeon said. 


"He said, 'It Is goin' on, ain't 
it?' I said, 'Yes, it is, but 
what other people does is none 
of my business.' So, the first 
thing I know, well, it was over 
the radio, TV and newspapers 
and everything else." 


Shock amended his original 


petition Monday to ask the court 
to provide protection for Stur- 
geon. The amendementsaidStru- 
geon's life was in danger, and 
that Strugeon had written a let.

VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 


Paul VI today renewed the Ro- 
man Catholic Church's ancient 
rule of celibacy for its priests 
despite growing pressure for 
relaxation of the ban on mar- 
riage. 


In an encylical letter of more
